Bingh am of Connecticut and labels h im, A Defender of th e 
Faith . Under th e h eadline is th e comment, ‘‘A t last a repub­ 
lican senator wh o refuses to let democratic critics ot h is party 
go th eir way unmolested.” 
Votes count more th an talk in a legislative body , so ¡1 h as 
not been an unmix ed evil th at republican senators under th e 
leadersh ip of Senator Curtis, wh o works instead of talks, 
h ave devoted th emselves to th e work of th e senate, for w h irh 
th ey were nominally responsible. 
Yet, it h as seemed th at 
th e president and h is policies woefully h ave needed a re­ 
publican defender on th e floor of th e senate. 
In presenting 
Senator Bingh am as th at defender, th e Transcript say s: 
‘‘No longer can th e democrats and tin* insurgent republi­ 
cans criticize President Coolidge and h is administration with 
impunity . 
Time was wh en th ey could say almost, any th ing 
with out th e sligh test fear of arousing th e slumbering regu­ 
lars on th e republican side of th e ch amber.

b a t t le , but 
friends of Coolidge out in th e nation are likely to 
look with 
favor upon h im wh ile h is associates talk. 
Custom and pre­ 
cedent demand th at th e new member sh all stand by wh ile 
th e generals and colonels do th e ligh ting, but if th ey ’ll not 
figh t, h y not give a private a ch ance? 
Th e Transcript 
tells 
of th e recent encounter of Bingh am and Borah : 
‘‘Th ey h ave tied h im up in knots on occasions but th ere 
h ave been times wh en h e h as embarrassed th em. 
For in­ 
stance, wh en Borah was criticizing th e president’s policy in 
dealing with th e Nicaraguan trouble, Senator Bingnam in­ 
formed h im th at h e h ad translated th e constitution of Nic­ 
a ragua incorrectly .

constitution first in Spanish and th en in English , producing 
a Spanish -English dictionary to prove h is contention.
